Community Rallies to Bring Back Mobile 
Dental Clinic 


This month, Children’s Volunteer 
Health Network (CVHN) will unveil 
a new and improved mobile dental 
clinic, allowing the organization to 
more efficiently serve students in 
Okaloosa and Walton County Schools. 
In 2018, CVHN was forced to retire its 
beloved mobile dental clinic, Just for 
Grins, after it sustained previously 
undetected water damage. 


“The loss of our Mobile Dental Clinic was 
disappointing,” said CVHN executive 
director Brian Lowe. “Although it 
made our outreach in the schools 
more challenging, our determined 
team served more than 650 kids while 
performing 2,856 procedures during 
the 2017-2018 school year.” 


In order to continue reaching under- 
resourced children in our community, 
the CVHN team has been transporting 
the dental equipment and supplies in 
personal vehicles to set up temporary 
clinics in the schools. Having a new 
bus will enable the CVHN team 


to increase the capacity to serve 
additional students in the upcoming 
school year. 


“A generous grant from the Dugas 
Family Foundation made the purchase 
of this bus possible,” Mr. Lowe said. 
“Once the bus arrives, we will need 
the help of the community to ensure 
we can keep it stocked and running 
from school-to-school.” 


For the last 10 months, CVHN has been 
securing the funding, designing and 
coordinating the manufacturing of a 
brand new 37-foot long and 12-and-a- 
half-foot tall mobile dental clinic bus. 
The bus is equipped with two treatment 
bays to facilitate preventative and 
restorative dental services, an area 
to educate children on appropriate 
dental hygiene, and plenty of space to 
recognize the donors who passionately 
support CVHN’s programs to the most 
vulnerable children in both counties.

She says it’s a moral imperative, when it’s actually a 
simple math problem. 


The House of Representatives could easily vote 
for articles of impeachment, but the Republican- 
controlled Senate will never convict Donald Trump. 
There aren’t enough votes. 


It would be, like the Bill Clinton impeachment 
hearings, a doomed and stupendously expensive 
exercise that could backfire on the president’s critics. 


While House Speaker Nancy Pelosi and other 
Democratic leaders are struggling to tamp down 
the impeachment chatter, others—including 2020 
candidates such Warren, Sen. Kamala Harris and 
former HUD secretary Julian Castro—are all fired up. 


Just look at the Mueller Report! they say. 


Well, sure. Even the redacted version paints Trump 
as a lying, bullying, petty, paranoid child who 
would have done anything to shut down the Special 
Counsel’s investigation. 


If such high-level interference or intimidation of the 
Justice Department had occurred during President 
Barack Obama’s third year in office, he would 
have been tried, convicted and gaveled out of a job 
by Senate Majority Leader Mitch McConnell in a 
nanosecond.

As a fractured nation argues over the redactions 
in the Mueller report, another high-profile First 
Amendment battle is being waged way south of 
Washington, D.C. 


Prosecutors and defense lawyers in Palm Beach 
County, Florida, have squared off over the planned 
release of police videos allegedly showing New 
England Patriots owner Robert Kraft and other 
defendants engaged in sex acts at a local “day spa.” 


Kraft has pleaded innocent to soliciting prostitution. 
If indeed he received only routine rubdowns on 
his two chauffeured trips to Orchids of Asia in 
Jupiter, Florida, one might suppose he and his 
attorneys would want the tapes promptly released 
to exonerate him. 


But they desperately, frantically, do not want the 
tapes released. 


Under Florida’s Sunshine Law, however, such 
evidence is a public record. The media will fight, as 
it should, to get copies. Kraft’s lawyers will fight to 
suppress. 


With the exception of gleeful fans of the Miami 
Dolphins and other Patriots rivals, it’s difficult to 
imagine why anyone in their right mind is dying to 
see videotape of a 77-year-old man with his pants 
around his ankles wriggling on a massage table.

My guess is there are millions of people, like 
myself, who—despite a profound reverence for the 
Constitution, especially the First Amendment— 
would reach into their pockets and pay good money 
to not have to see whatever Kraft was doing at the 
Orchids of Asia. 


As a compromise, I would respectfully propose 
a GoFundMe page captioned, PLEASE, YOUR 
HONORS, SPARE US FROM THE BOB KRAFT 
TAPES! 


The proceeds from the online campaign could be 
donated to organizations that help sex-trafficking 
victims, or to the favorite charities of Palm Beach 
Circuit Judge Joseph Marx and County Judge 
Leonard Hanser. 


Last week, Marx temporarily blocked prosecutors 
from releasing the day-spa videos. A hearing is set 
for April 29. 


Hanser, who is the trial judge in Kraft’s case, will 
likely be forced to rule on the same issue. 


It’s considered heresy for a career journalist to 
advocate keeping secret a key piece of evidence 
in criminal court. Yet, in this instance, one could 
argue that the public’s right to see is outweighed by 


the potential damage inflicted—not to Kraft (who’s 
already been humiliated), but to unwitting cable- 
news and internet viewers. 


The male body doesn’t improve with age, and at 77 
there isn’t a man alive who still looks like Orlando 
Bloom. In fact, based on the mug shots of the day- 
spa defendants, the younger ones don’t look much 
like Orlando Bloom, either. 


More unsettling, by every measure, is the alleged 
activity that was going on inside the massage 
parlors. Anyone who’s actually excited about 
watching that stuff can go to a porn site, where 
the videography is high-res and not cluttered with 
police timestamps. 


The last time such a spirited constitutional debate 
arose over body-part videos was five years ago, 
following the DUI arrest of Mr. Justin Bieber in 
(where else?) Miami Beach. 


Bieber had been pulled over while street racing 
in a yellow Lamborghini, and he unwisely made 
some loud remarks that the officers construed as 
confrontational. He was taken into custody, booked 
and later asked to provide a urine sample. 


The Miami Beach police station is equipped with 
many wall-mounted cameras, and several clips of 
a now-docile Bieber were recorded. One of them 
captured the singer holding a container and 
approaching the designated urinal. 


Subsequently, a court clash commenced between 
his legal team and attorneys for several media

adoring young fan base—clamored for a peek at 
what became known as the “pee tape.”

No doubt our Founding Fathers 
never envisioned the First Amendment being tested 
in such a way. 


Before Judge Marx’s order, the prosecutors of 
Kraft and 24 other men were prepared to release

any obscene images would be blurred. 


Assuming the judges won’t be swayed by a 
GoFundMe drive to keep the tapes private, the next 
best thing to hope for is an orgy of court-ordered 
pixelation. 


In the name of mercy, your honors, please blur 
whatever needs blurring. Save the unredacted 
versions for the jury.

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Because he was perfect, Junior had 
advantages over other dogs.

He spent summers swimming and 
fishing the flats in the Bahamas. I’d 
swim long, straight distances and 
Junior would swim inches off my 
shoulder.

Eddie 
and Chatham were leaving the house 
with tears in their eyes. 


I joined Carla and Junior on his fa- 
vorite blanket on the living room 
floor. He could barely lift his head. 
Fifteen minutes later and after three 
really deep breaths, he died. 


I think he waited for me to get home. 
Of course, I like to think Junior was 


my dog. But he wasn’t.

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You Could Judge a Book by Its Cover, But...

There are average libraries in almost 
every town. Let’s just say that Destin 
doesn’t have one of those libraries. The 
Destin Library is a beehive of activity, 
ideas, proactive programs, instructive 
training, and outright community 
support, with a dash of creative 
spark. Sure, it’s a reader’s paradise, 
but that’s just the beginning. 


When I pulled into the parking lot, I 
was already impressed. Long twisting 
branches of gorgeous live oaks 
gently waving in the breeze, as they 
shadowed the beautifully cultivated 
flowerbeds. Immaculate landscaping, 
benches galore, and then there’s the 
library itself. 


After meandering toward the front 
doors, I met none other than Mark 
Twain, who’s been known to write a 
book or two. He’s perched with his left 
arm across the back of a bench...a 
tailor-made selfie spot. In the olden 
days, it would have been called a 
Kodak moment, or maybe a Polaroid 
pit stop. 


The entranceway, with its compass- 
like inlaid marble floor design, is 
impressive, the staff is friendly 
and eager to help, and despite the 
high ceilings and an amazing array 
of spaces, it feels like home. The 
building opened at this location on St. 
Patrick’s Day 2003 and is beautifully 
maintained. 


The original library was started in 
the 1930s by the Zerbe family and 
was situated in a single room at 
the Destin Presbyterian Church. 
From there, a library building was 
built—that building now houses the 
Destin History & Fishing Museum on 
Stahlman Avenue. The periodicals/ 
reading area hosts a_ wonderful 
display of vintage books (The Zerbe 
Collection) from the historic days of 
the library’s humble beginnings. 


Meeting with library director Wen 
Livingston, I was not only given a 
tour of the facilities but an eyeful of 
all the things they offer. I continued 
to be amazed as the tour progressed. 
This library offers a children’s library, 
an adult reading area, teen reading 
area, study rooms, a media lab 
that provides access to recording 
and editing equipment (including a 
green screen for video), a computer 
workstation with full access to Adobe 
Creative Suite applications, and more.

There are audiobooks, 
(you download _ them, 
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automatically return themselves 
digitally), magazines, digital 
magazines, a designated computer 
terminal just for use to research 
genealogy on Ancestry.com, more 
computers for internet access, and 
a computer lab set up for use as an 
instructional/training area. 


You can sign out DVD movies (Blu- 
ray, too) and video games (including 
Nintendo Switch games), and there 
are plans to have a space for teens 
to play video games on location. 
Ms. Livingston says, “It’s a credit to 
the city that they’ve dedicated the 
resources to make this available 
for everyone.” She also shares that 
library card holders have free access 
to www.lynda.com, an online learning 
resource that has recently partnered 
with LinkedIn.com. 


The library is owned by the city 
and works in cooperation with 
other libraries in Okaloosa County, 
providing access to books (and more) 
between the _ different locations. 
Okaloosa County residents can get a 
library card for free, as well as active 
military or employees of Okaloosa 
County or the city of Destin. Anyone 
that lives outside Okaloosa County 
can access the Destin Library for just 
$36 a year. 


Megan Fontaine, an administrative 
assistant at the library, wears more 
than a few hats. Besides facilitating 
classes in the computer lab, she works 
with the teen reading club, teaches 
teens to write computer code to 
invent and develop their own apps (in 
Scratch, a free programming language 
developed at MIT), and more. She 
shared about plans for a moon gazing 
event coming up in June, as well asa 
stargazing event in July, at a nearby 
park. 


The events will feature telescopes, 
and some _ surprise’ visitors—a 
Stormtrooper group, complete with 
their dark (or is it Darth?) leader, Mr. 
Vader. These events are for all ages, 
and families are welcome. You can 
find out more on the library website 
(listed at the end of this article). 
Megan also shared about a wealth 
of summer activities, including some 
three-week “code camps,” including 
Python in June, Scratch in July, and 
Lego Robotics in August. 


Since libraries exist to impart 
knowledge, I departed with way more 
than I had expected. The library has a 
spacious meeting room and features 
guest speakers on a regular basis, 
they have a roster of volunteers (of all

ages) that even include Snowbirds, 
and they have a “work day” on the 
third Tuesday of each month. On the 
second Tuesday of each month, the 
Destin Garden Club meets there, and 
they also are credited for maintaining 
the landscaping of the grounds. 


They also have begun an “artist of 
the month” display, featuring artwork 
throughout the library, and yes, it 
is available to purchase. They also 
sponsor free monthly “family friendly” 
movie screenings (projected onto the 
wall). 


“It’s a busy place,” says Ms. Livingston. 
“It’s a beehive. It’s a place for people 
to come together, and they’re not 
expected to buy something. Just enjoy 
it. The people that work and volunteer 
here are dedicated to help and serve 
the community.” 


I also was able to speak with Will 
Rogers, the References and Youth 
Services Librarian. Will hails from 
New York and started volunteering as 
a children’s storyteller sixteen years 
ago. He pointed out how the library 
does outreach for the Boys & Girls 
Club, as well as mobilizing volunteers 
of all ages. Since many high schoolers 


need volunteer credits as a graduation 
requirement, the library benefits from 
their time there. (Editor’s Note: After 
many years of service, Mr. Rogers 
retired on May 3.) 


The Miss Willie Mae Room is just for 
kids and is the crown jewel of the 
library. Within its high walls, you are 
completely surrounded by a gorgeous 
underwater-themed mural. I was very 
impressed—I can only imagine what 
children must think of it. The room 
features storytellers, book readings 
and more. Over 30,000 kids have 
visited this area, and for good reason. 
It’s cool! 


There’s also an open area for children 
to sit and read in the main open library 
space, surrounded by bookshelves...a 
great little nook to read a book. 


You may not be able to judge a book 
by its cover, but you can definitely 
judge a town by its library. Destin has 
something truly special.

Hulu hits it out of the park with its true crime miniseries following the 
lives of Dee Dee Blanchard and her (seemingly) chronically ill daughter 
Gypsy Rose. Although a few side characters have been created to help the 
story along, The Act is a painfully accurate retelling of unchecked mental 
illness. 


Patricia Arquette and Joey King are remarkable in their roles as the 
Blanchards. And Nick Antosca and his team weave their story at an 
emotionally wrecking pace. No one is clearly painted as the villain— 
instead, they are the products of nature and nurture gone wrong. 


That’s what makes The Act special. It leads to conversations about toxic 
people, narcissism and manipulation. It shines a light on the dark areas 
that we want to dismiss. It pulls through threads of how fantasy can 
become unhealthy obsessions, whether it is the Blanchards’ Disneyfication 
of life or Gypsy Rose’s constant wish for a perfect Prince Charming. 


Inside the Blanchards’ pink house, placed in a quiet subdivision, heinous 
abuse was continually taking place—abuse that created such a desperate 
desire for freedom that a blood-soaked road was chosen as the viable exit. 
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The Act handles the heavy content without holding punches or rose-coloring its 
characters’ suffering.

That’s Amaro... Some Truth About Bitters

“Amaro” (plural “Amari”) simply 
means “bitter” in Italian. Collectively it 
refers to alcoholic beverages (from Italy 
and other countries) that range from 
11 to 40 percent alcohol by volume 
(ABV), made from proprietary recipes of 
herbs, botanicals, barks, extracts, oils 
and other flavorings that are steeped in 
alcohol, sweetened (or not), and allowed 
to mature, or age in barrels. 


Originally created by monks and 
physicians as medicines, they became 
prized as before- or after-dinner aperitif 
and digestive sippers, neat or with ice. 
Modern bartenders have discovered 
their value as cocktail ingredients, 
where they add notes of fruit, herbs, 
and other mysterious elements. After 
a slow start, they are appearing more 
frequently on American liquor shelves 
and bar menus. Here are five, all Italian, 
available locally, that are worth trying. 


Aperol (Milan) 

11 percent ABV 

$19.99 

Contains bitter and sweet orange, 
gentian and rhubarb, among other 
ingredients. Tasted neat at room 
temperature. Orange and pink color. 
Nose is fruit punch-y with sweet orange 
and bubble gum notes, and a summery 
Popsicle smell. The least alcoholic of 
all the amari I tried. Taste is candy- 
sweet, with a subtle bitter orange-peel 
finish at the end. Good with club soda, 
or Prosecco (an Italian sparkling wine) 
and soda. 


Averna (Caltanissetta, Sicily) 

29 percent ABV 

$34.99 

Lemon and orange oils, pomegranate 

and other undisclosed ingredients. 

Tasted neat, and substituted for 

vermouth in a “Black Manhattan” 

with Stranahan’s malted barley 

whiskey. Color is rich, cola brown, 

with a golden edge like Demerara rum. 
Licorice, vanilla, warm cola scents. 
Taste is strong candied bitter orange, 
like dark marmalade. Honey and 
bitter molasses on the finish. Slightly 
hot, almost like liqueur. Enriches the 
Manhattan, takes the fruitiness down 
from sweet vermouth, pairs well with 
spicy barley whiskey. Use orange 
bitters, or add an orange peel. 


Fernet-Branca (Milan) 

39 percent ABV 

$25.99 

“Fernet” is the style of amaro; other 
companies make it, but Branca is the 
most famous. Contains some 27-plus 
herbs, spices, roots and botanicals 


including bitter orange, cardamom, 
aloe ferox, chamomile, galangal, 
myrrh, rhubarb and saffron (reportedly 
17 percent of the world’s saffron crop is 
purchased by Fernet-Branca). 


They name all ingredients, but 
say the secret is in the quantities 
and preparation. Tasted at room 
temperature, neat. Cola or dark rum 
color. Scent of mint leaves, rummy, 
sugar-and-barrel caramelization. The 
finish defaults to mint and eucalyptus. 
Taste—no sweetness, like unsugared 
mint chewing gum. Astringent, thin, 
a warm bite. The resemblance to rum 
remains—minted rum. 


Cocktail choices include a 50/50 shot 
drink—“Ferrari”—3/4 ounce each 
of Fernet-Branca and Campari. The 
Fernet swallows up the color, but the 
Campari delivers a complementary 
sweetness. Campari also adds heavier 
body. If Campari is too sweet and Fernet 
- Branca too dry, this can reconcile you 
to both. You must try Fernet and Coca- 
Cola—reportedly the “national drink of

Argentina,” a country that consumes 
some 75 percent of the Fernet-Branca 
made annually. Pour 1 and 1/2 ounces 
of Fernet-Branca over ice in a highball 
glass, fill with cola, stir. The Fernet- 
Branca website says “without garnish,” 
and with 27-odd herbs and _ spices 
already in the Fernet, plus whatever’s in 
Coca-Cola, there’s no room for garnish. 
If Coke is too sweet, this might appeal 
to you—it’s herbal and minty to start 
(Coke Menthol?) dry and slightly bitter 
to finish. It’s an acquired taste, but the 
Argentines consume this blend by the 
two-liter (Coke) bottle, communally, so 
pay attention. 


Paolucci Amaro Ciociaro 


(Frosinone, Italy) 

30 percent ABV 

$21.99 

Tasted room temperature, neat. Cola 
or coffee dark, like Jamaican rum. Cola 
nose. Tastes like hard ribbon candy, 
root beer barrel, chocolate. Sweet 
candied orange peel, marmalade, 
dark honey. Thick, almost syrupy, 
sweet, no bitterness, no burn. Cocktail 
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suggestion: 1 and 1/2 ounces bourbon, 
1/2 ounce each of Amaro Ciociaro and 
Aperol, blended and chilled with a large 
ice cube infused with Angostura bitters, 
and lemon wedge. As the cube melts, 
the bitters disperse and complicate 
things. 


Campari (Milan) 

24 percent ABV 

$29.99 

Ingredients undisclosed aside from 
alcohol and water. Tasted room 
temperature, neat. Clear, clean pinkish- 
salmon rose color. Nose is slightly 
astringent orange peel, hard candy, 
menthol. Taste is sweet, balanced by 
candied citrus peel—orange, grapefruit 
(and pith), lingering bitterness catches 
up with the sweetness of initial taste. 
Red fruit, berries, all candied. No 
tartness. Mix with soda and a lemon 
twist, you may think of Mickey’s Club 
Cool at Epcot or the tasting room at the 
Coca-Cola Museum in Atlanta—it’s like 
“Beverly,” the Italian soda people love 
to hate. Make it weak or strong—as 
with all amari, you gotta be the boss.
